Even the site of the meeting, 
however, underscored the White 
House's point: It was holding 
firm . in its insistence that Mr.

Mr. Kissinger gave the House 
group a broad review of foreign 
policy, including the President's 
rrhina trip, for whicli he seived 
as the principal advance envoy. 
Bep. Wolff and others said that 
no ‘‘startling” information was 
disclosed. 

At 5:30 pjn.. members of the 
Senate committee, headed by 
Sen. Fbibright, had their turn 
with Mr. Kissinger. 

Sen. Fulbright and several 
other members of the committee, 
in addition to informal meet- 
ings with Mr. Kissinger, have 
been groping for legislative de- 
vices to require him to appear 
officially as a witness before 
Congress. They a^e that Mr. 
Kissinger's functions extend far 
beyond the role of confidential 
presidential adviser. As a pallia- 
tive in unresolved dispute, 
the Fulbright group has suggested 
making a Innscrlpt of their talks 
with Kir. Kissinger, to have a 
record of the talks. 


Amid Signs of Rift

BELFAST. March 29 INYTl. 
—Militant Frotestans, buoyed by 
results of a two-day general 
strike that virtually paralyzed 
Northern Ireland, met today to 
map further protests ag<atost 
Britain's take-over of the prov- 
ince. 

Members of the Ulster Van- 
guard conferred in closed ses- 
sion through the day and dis- 
cussed future tactics such as 
“lightning strikes” at electricity 
and industrial plants, curtail- 
ment of bread and milk sup- 
plies, disruptions of transporta- 
tion and a campaign to withheld 
rents and taxes. No plans were 
announced Further meetings 
*were scheduled for toinorrow. 

“We have extensive contingency 
plans and we will decide according 
to how the situation develops.” 
said William Craig, the leader of 
Ulster Vanguard, a militant Prot- 
estant group. "We intend to use 
every means we have to muster 
the strength of the majority of 
the people of ‘Ulster." 

The meeting was held amid 
indications that the Northern Ire- 
land Protestant majority tvas in 
political disarray following Prime 
Minister Brian Faulkner's sur- 
prise move yesterday embracing 
the Ulster Vanguard movement, 
klr. Faulkner's display of soli- 
darity with Mr. Craig, a long-time 
political foe. stirred shock, con- 
fusion and rumor. 

“We asked Mr. Faulkner to 
identify himself with our protest 
yesterday and he did.” Mr. Craig 
said today in an Lnter\iev.'. "We 
have our disagreements. But we 
know we've got to work tegether 
to win back Ulster.*' 

One of the prime minister's 
closest . associates said privately 
tod.iy; “PmilJuusp-hfts quite rlecr- 
ly decided that if he is to re- 
tnarn a figure of power he h.a.s 
got to get under the umbrella of 
Craig aud the Vanguard Protes- 
tants. Re's obviously taken a 
smart lurch to the right.” 

Mr. Hiullmer. a m!ddle*of-the- 
road Pnotestant and the leader of 
the Unionist party, has annovmc- 
ed his resignation as prime mfnis- 
ter because of (Britain's decision 
to suspend the provincial Parlia- 
ment for a year and impose direct 
rule of the crisis-tom province. 
His embrace of Mr. Craig's 
Ulster Vanguard movement at a 
huge rally at the Parliament yes- 
terday portends a shakeup in the 
Unionist party, the ioca] version 
of the Conservatives, which has 
controlled Northern Ireland for 
more than half a century.

Apparently assured of support 
by Mr. Faulkner. Mr. Craig and 
his associates met secretly to 
plan further protests across 
Northern Ireland.

PARIS. March 29 (NTTl.— 
North Vietnam is waiting for the 
United States to take the initia- 
tive in resuming the suspended 
peace talks here. Hanoi's spokes- 
man said today. 

Nguyen Than Le told the press 
that “it is up to the American 
side to remedy its error” in sus- 
pending the talks indefinitely 
last week. He said that his dele- 
gation had made no proposal for 
a new meeting and indicated 
that it *would make none. 

Mr. Le's comments followed a 
statement from North Vietnam's 
Foreign Ministry last night de-

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milk supplies and a campaign to 
withhold rents and taxes.

is militarily stalemated. But they 
insisted that no serious negotia- 
tions to end the fighting arc 
possible as long as the United 
States maintained its support of 
the Thien government.

LONDON. March 29 (API.— 
The British government today 
published its new agreement with 
Malia for the rental of the is- 
land's military bases. The treaty 
bars the Warsaw Fact powers 
from the island but leaves Malta's 
ports and airfields open to other 
nations. 

The agreement, published in a 
white paper, a government policy 
statement, was dgned in London 
Sunday by Maltese Prime Min- 
ister Dom Mintoff and British 
Defense Secretary Lord Caning- 
ton. The signing occurred after 
months of long and often bitter 
negotiations, with Mr. Mlntoff 
rejecting a series of British offers 
and Issuing a March 31 deadline 
for troops to leave the island. 

The agreement raises the an- 
nual rent for the bases to £12.75 
million. Of this, Britain will pay 
£5.25 million and NATO will pay 
the rest. 

Previously, Britain was able to 
use the Maltese bases* to meek 
any International obligation. The 
new treaty restricts the use of 
bases to Bridsh and NATO de- 
fense requirements. 

The Maltese government now 
has the right to grant' hari>or 
facilities to the forces of any 
non-Warsaw Pact country ex- 
cept where exclusively reserved 
for Britain.

Saigon Troops Retake Base

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Laird Predicts Testing Soon 
By Russians of a New ICBM

PORT HOOD. Texas. March 29 
CNYT).— Secretary oI Defense 
Mel’.ln R. Laird has predicted 
that the Soviet test-firings soon 
of nea: interconiinenial ballistic 
missiles. 

Such tests would dispel the 
mystery surrounding the recent 
construction of between 90 and 
100 very large Soviet missile silos. 

Defense and other administra- 
tion officiab have speculated that 
the silos were designed for either 
advanced versions of the exist- 
ing ss-g and SS-ll ICBMs or 

for entirely new missiles. 

Asked at a news conference 
Monday here what significance lie 
attached to the fact that the 
Russians apparently have stopped 
construction of older-ti-pe missiles 
and have not dug any additional 
large new silos for several months, 
he said: 

fVom time to time in the past 
the Russians have stopped “new 
starts" on missile sQos for periods 
of from nine to 14 months, while 
completing worlt on construction 
already under way. 

Teaks and Yalley^ 

There have been numerous 
"peals and valleys.” he said, in 
the Russian missile buildup pro- 
gram. He suggested the present 
valley did not, to him, carry 
special significance. 

A^ed whether the Soviets will 
test “fairly soon” the missiles 


expected to be installed in the 
large new silos, be declared: 
“The aziswer to that Is yes." 
Asked to elucidate, he said: 
“No." 

It is Icnown that intelligence 
analysts in Washington estimate 
the Soviet Union b prepared for 
test launchings “imminently” from 
the zniselle test center at Tyu- 
rattam, in the central Asian 
republic of Kaaakhstan. 

At the time the new design 
silos first were spotted at several 
different operational missile com- 
plexes in the Soviet Union, iden- 
tical new sQos were built con- 
currently at Tyuratam. Construc- 
tion on the pew silos is reported 
to hare begun in late 1970. 

Familiar Pattern 
Anal>*&tfi pointed out that such 
a pattern Is familiar. They said 
that (n the case of two previous 
missile prcgrsms, those of the 
SS-ll and S5-9. the Soviets built 
new operational silos ?nd new 
test silos at the same time. Then, 
after a number of test launches 
from Tyuratam, they quickly 
deployed the new missiles, thus 
sailng time. 

Some analysts in Washington 
believe the Russians may decide 
to begin their tert firings Just 
before President Nixon arrives in 
Moscow in late May "to strength- 
en their bargaining position.” 
The President has said he hopes

Other Washington analysts he- 
liei'e the Soviet Uhion will delay 
tests not only until after the 
President's Moscow trip, but pos- 
sibly until alter the presidential 
elections In November.

Hsieh Fii-cMh, 74, Ex-Qiief 


Of Security, Peking Party Aide 


PESING, Klarch 29 iReuters'i. 
— Hsieh Fu-chih, 74, former min- 
ster of security and a member 
of the Communist party Politburo, 
died a lew days ago. a Foreign 
Ministry spokesman announced 
today. 

Flags flew at half staff ttarou^- 
out the city and many residents 
of the city wore black armbands. 
High Chinese officials gathered 
in Che Great Hall of the People 
In central Peking and a top-level 
meeting apparently was in pro- 
gress. 

At the time of his death, Mr. 
Hsieh was chairman of the Peking 
Municipal Revolutionary Commit- 
tee and first secretary of the 
Peking Committee of the Coaunu- 
n:st party. 

Air. Hsieh figured in the so- 
called Wuhan incident In July, 
1967. during the early days of the 
cultural revolution. He and Wang 
LI, party propaganda minister, 
were seized by the mlUtary com- 
mander of Wuhan and a local 
force known as the Million Heroes 
^oup. 

They were held for four days 
and released only on the personal 
Intenention ol Premier Chou £□- 
la!, who went to Wuhan from 
Peking. 

In May of last year, he was ap- 
pointed first secretary of the 
newly formed Peking Committee 
in what was seen as a singular 
mark of esteezn. 

During the cultural revolution, 
Mr. Hsieh came under attack from 
militants for his moderate line 
and was not seen in public for 
long periods. His appointment 
as head of the Peking committee, 
however, was a clear indication 
that he had emerged from the 
cultural revolution in a position 
of strength. 

He had not played an active 
role In affairs of the Politburo. 
Mr. Hsieh was one of the most 
widely traveled members of the 
Chinese government and was as- 
sociated with Premier Chou lor 
a considerable time.

The changes, announced to 
the Sejm iparliamcnti, reflected 
the technocratic .approach of r.lr. 
Gicrck. who h.'is pvonij?ed to 
modernize the Icggiug e-:cino:r.y 
while raising wages and living 
standai'ds. 

They mere the latest In a 
SCTies of changes by the pmty 
cliief since he took power to 
December. 1970. after food-price 
riots which toppled former party 
leader Wladysiaw' Gomulka. 

The government today set up 
three new ministries — forv.-ages 
anS prices, far higher etsuvatjon 
technolcgj' and science, and lor 
entlronment and land resources. 

New Deputy Premiers 

The two new deputy premiers 
are Jozef Tejchma. a leading 
party liberal and Politburo mem- 
ber. and KazimieTZ Olsze-wski, 
who was moved from his post 
as minister of foreign trade. 

jVIt. Tejcluna. 44. a close asso- 
ciate of Ml*. Gierek, was unex- 
pectedly di'opped from, his key 
position as Central Committee 
secretary in charge of culture and 
foreign relations, especially with 
other Communist countries and 
parties. 

Official sources said tiiat £Ir. 
Tejchma. regarded as the archi- 
tect of the new regime's policy 
of easing restrictions on cultural 
life, is likely to play a key role 
in implementing Tilr. Gierek's 
reforms. 

In general elections to parlia- 
ment last week, Poles endorsed 
Mr. Gierek's reform program but 
expressed an unexpected degree 
of discontent, apparently at the 
slow pace of the promised 
changes. 

Paris Ekivoy 

Observers attached little impor- 
tance to the appointment of Mr. 
Olssewski as deputy premier. He 
was replaced by Tadeusz Ole- 
ehowski, Poland's ambassador to 
Paris, as foreign trade minister. 

Of the other changes, the most 
important was Uie appointment 
of Prof. Jan Eaezmarek as min- 
ister of higher education, science 
and technology. He is head of 
the sclenclflo section of the 
Academy of Sciences, 

Prof. Kaesunarek'B ministry' Js a 
new creation, characteristic of 
Mr. Gierek's emphasis on The 
need to modernize Polish Industry 
by raising standards of produc- 
tion and technology. 

Preriously there was only one 
education ministr.v, headed by 
Prof. Henryk Jablon?kl. who was 
yesterday elected Poland’s new 
head of state. He replaced part}' 
veteran Jozef Cirankiewlcs. 

A second education, ministi*}' 
was established to deal only with 
primary and secondary educa- 
tion. It Is be.^ded by Jei*zy Kuber- 
Eki. a Warsaw party official and 
a teacher by profession. 

Other Changes 

Other changes included Marhin 
SUwinski. who replaced klr. Jan 
Kostrzewski at the Health Alinis- 
tr.v. and Wincenty Efawalec as 
wages, labor and social-welfare 
minister. 

The establishment of a special 
ministi*}' for wages and labor was 
in line with Mr. Gierek's stress 
on higher living standards and 
better working conditions— de- 
mands made bj* the workers who 
rioted in the northern ports of 
Gdau.sk. Gdr.TiU and Szczecin to 
December, 1970. 

On the foreign-policy front, 
Mr. Jaro.S 2 ewicz told the Sejm 
his government will shortly sub- 
mit its nonaggression treaty with 
Bonn for ratification.

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Mintoff Gets Malta’s Price 


Dom MintOif, Prime Minister of Malta, is 
Quite a bargainer. It took him a year and 
a series of feints to his left, toward an 
obliglnf Russia, Libya and China. But he 
ended up getting the British to triple the 
rent they laud NATO) pay for use of British 
bases on the island. He got a seven-year 
lease, a term which should give Malta time 
to reduce its economic dependence on the 
bases. And he moved sisnlficantly nearer 
his goal of establishing the former British 
colony's “neutrality": The new agreement 
does not- identify Malta as a NATO base, 
though NATO ships may dock, and it pre- 
cludes Soviet use of Malta's military facilities. 
This last pcint was of special Interest to the 
British, whose willingness to accept the deal 
can otherwise be attributed chiefly to an 
appropriate regard for Malta's traditional 
friendship and for the economic straits It 
would be in without the bases. Malta is 
small, scarcely the size of the District of 
Columbia: Mr. Mintoff's political base is the 
labor unions and he could not easily take 
from them 6,000 jobs.

As it intensifies, however, Sovlet-American 
naval rivalry Increasingly is the common fac- 
tor by which their policies are defined. 

As Europe seems to become more settled, 
the Mediterranean seems to become less so. 
It Is a contradiction which Mr. Nixon and

Haiti Holds Out a Hand 


Smiling and with extended hand, Haiti’s 
effective ruler, former Papa Doc consort 
Luckner Cambroime, has come to Wsshing- 
ton. met with American officials and the 
International banks, and gone home declar- 
ing himself “extremely pleased” with the 
^’understanding” he received. The basis of 
his satisfaction, in terms of Immediate new 
money, seems to be slight. Haiti has im- 
mense needs but, because of the blight of 
the late Dr. Francois Duvaller, few projects 
are ready to be “h ank ed.” Nonetheless there 
are hints of change. 

Minister of Defense and Interior, Mr. Cam- 
broone was chief of thuggery and shake- 
downs for Papa Doc until he died a year 
ago. Improbable as it may seem, he has 
assumed a dominant but not tyrannical posi- 
tion in the regime of Papa Doc’s anointed 
successor, his son, Fresident-for-Ufe Jean- 
Claude (Baby Doc> Duvaller, who is now 20. 
The tight control remains, the savagery 
seems to have abated. Mr. Cambronne and 
the new president have promised amnesty 
to Haiti's political exiles, a large group in- 
cluding an outsized share of the country’s 
available talents. One who returned, Clovis 
Chariot, died shortly thereafter of what Mr. 
Cambroime described at bis Wa^ilngton 
press conference as an unspecified disease. 
But hundreds of returnees are safely at 
borne, and at work. 


Haiti's own "disease” is more readily 
specified: DuvaUeris criminal misrule, which 
left his nation of now fire million mostly 
wretched and illiterate peasants more bereft 
than they had been before. There are. lor 
Instance, only an estimated 100.000 jobs in 
the country’s money economy. But in the 
year since bis father's death. Jean-Claude 
Duvaller has presided over some beginnings 
of economic change: A quickie divorce law 
to encourage tourism, a greater readiness to 
offer American investors what our own 
Commerce Department delicately calls "ac- 
cess to an Inexpensive nearby labor force,” 
and a considerable public relations effort 
capped by Minister Cambronne's sojourn in 
Washington. The international banks are 
watching with Interest 

The American ambassador in Port-au- 
Prince. Clinton E. Knox, widely known as a 
booster of Jean-Claude Duvaller. Is said to 
have urged a renewal of major support for 
the black Caribbean republic; no substantial 
American aid has flowed there In 10 years. 
Whether the current Haitian government is 
competent to serve Its people's needs U. how- 
ever. yet to be demonstrated. A larger 
question is what is the correct development 
strategy for a country so backward, poor 
and overpopulated as Haiti

Malta Accord 

A satisfactory agreement hSk at last been 
signed between Britain and Malta for the 
continued use of the island's defense facil- 
ities. It Is disconcerting, however, that NATO 
should have been thrown into such a pro- 
longed tizzy by Mr. Mlntoffs acrobatics. Its 
fear that Russia would win the auction and 
move in has fortunately been banished— 
at a price in hard cash.

Owing to left-wing pressure, it was 
loath to provide the permanent alternative 
lacllitles in Sicily on which NATO had 
counted. Insiead. Italy pressed for acceptance 
of Mintoff's terms and cUpped a few extra 
tniiTinns into the kitty.

The action of Italian diplomacy, strongly 
encouraged by Washington and NATO, was 
decisive. Throughout the dealings tihls

It always urged interdependence with 
the Atlantic alliance, associating the United 
States and West Germany in the quest for 
technical means of agreement. 

Conducting his game like a poker player, 
waving the Soviet card at one time, the 
Libyan card at another, Mr. Zdlntoff appear- 
ed, throughout these nine months of ardu- 
ous negotiations, to be gambling on rivalries 
among NATO allies.

Jerusalem; The Enduring Miracle 


r =tnSALEM— The mood in 
Jerusalem thfe Easter week is 
remarkably xhe Palm Sun- 
day pilgrimage wandered over 
the stony hills of this lovely city 
in briOiant grm<thinp. , and even 
the Israeli politicians, who pay 
little attention to the church behs 
and singing pilgrims, seem to 
have acquired a new serenlty- 

It is now almost five years 
since the six-day war with the 
Arab states, and, despite Ehig 
Hussein's latest peace proposals, 
the diplomatic stalemate con- 
tinues. But behind the official 
propaganda on both sides, there 
is at least the beginning of some 
innovative and exploratory th in k. 
Ing about the future. 

Both Hussein and the deputy 
Israeli premier, Yiga! Allon, talk 
about different forms of federa- 
tion and accominodation, and 
while their concepts are unac- 
ceptable and eonteadietory, there 
Is now at least open acknowledge- 
ment that the present division of 
power and land must one day 
be changed, and the posifadity of 
change is now opaily discussed, 
particularly by thoughtful young 
men and women. 

Nightmares Are Over 

Also, the tdghbnares that trou- 
bled officials here a year or 18 
months ago now seem less ap- 
parent. There has alwsqrs been 
a vague fear that the ‘Dnited 
States, for its own worldwide 
purposes, might make a Middle 
East accommodation with the 
Soviet Union at Israel's expense, 
and some Israeli officials still 
point to the fate of Nationalist 
China and Pakistan es evidence 
that Washington will put its own 
interests aiiead of the interests 
of its allies. But this js a minor 
theme now, a mere shadow of 
an old amdetyf azid there is 
clearly more confidence In the 
United States here now than 
there was last Easter. 

Moshe Dayan, ft^ example, de- 
spite bis nervous energy, seems 
satisfied for the time being that 
the delivery of the UJS. Fhantom 
jets will be TTiaiwtAinwi and that 
no deal will be made in Moscow 
by President Nison that would 
tip the balance of power in the 
Middle East against Israel He 
docs not expect that either Mos- 
cow or Washington will agree to 
limit the flow of arms to either 
side, but that they will concen- 
trate on limiting the danger cl 
a direct U.S. -Soviet military con- 
frontation in the area. 

As he sees it, the Soviet Uhlon 
wants to develop its bases in 
Egypt and develop its naval 
power as an instrument of polit- 
ical influence elsewhere in the 
underdevelops world, but it is 
not eager for another round of 
war that might risk the danger 
of direct Soviet involvement. It is 
not particularly happy with Qie 
hew Egyptian and Libyan gov- 
ernments. and is not even eager 
to see tbe Suez Canal opened in 
the near future. 

Dayan does not Impress a visi- 
tor as being in an expansionist 
or provocative mood. He does 
not want to annex a vast Arab 
population that would dilute tbe 
strength of the Jewish majority, 
yet he cssi talk generously and 
philosophically about the need to 
give tile present Arab mlnozlty 
tbe equal human nTirf political 
rl^ts they do not now have.

of confident settling down here 
now, a recognition that while 
nothing is satisfactoty and noth- 
ing settled, the fears of being 
abandoned fay America or over- 
whelmed by direct Soviet inter- 
vention are no longer as valid 
as they seemed last year. 

The hope is, as Forlegn Aflnis- 
ter Abba Eban expresses it, that 
the Arab states, and particularly 
the government In Cairo, 

will eventually realize that they 
have erimusted the posribilities

retirement and is eager to see the 
direction of the state pass to a 
new generation of Israeli leaders.

RICHMOND. Va.. March 29— Re.vnoJds Metals proposed 
today that it organize a consortium of 21 companies to 
finance, build, own and operate a plant for eiuichlng uranium 
fuel for nuclear powered electric generating plants, 

Reynolds said the proposed gaseous diffusion plant would 
have a capacity of about half the total current capacity for 
uranium enrichment. It said the plant and the related power 
and otoer facilities would represent a total investment of 
$2J2 biUiosu 

The company said in its proposal to the Atomic Energy 
Comrolssion that tbe capacity of the plant would be about 
half the total capacity of the existing three plants that are 
government owned. The proposed uranium enrichment plant 
would be tbe first privately financed facility in the nation, 
Reynolds said. 

R. S. Reimolds jr., chairman, said that “assuming we are 
successful in all this and that our progress in makir^ urange- 
Tni»ntB is rapid, we would hope the project could be completed 
about 1978.” or at least before 1980. 

The aluminum company said t'ne plant and related power 
anri other facilities would be built at Lake de Smet, near 
Buffalo, Wyo„ where Reynolds owns more than 2 billion tons 
of low sulphur coal deposits and water rights that would 
provide 33 billion gallons of water per year.

Extension of the loan does not 
surprise airline observers, who feel 
that the banks are too deeply 
committed to the company to 
back away from it now.

• Reuters'.— The Justice Depart- 
ment today charged 20 major 
manufacturers of airplanes and 
their trade association with elim- 
inating competition in research 
and development in patentable 
inventions. 

The suit asked that the trade 
association — the Manufacturers 
Aircraft Association Inc — be dis- 
solved. It also asked that a pat- 
ent pooling agreement lor asso- 
ciation members that has existed 
since 1928 be cancelled and that 
the firms be enjoined from enter- 
ing into similar agreements. 

The suit claims toe agreement 
and other actions taken by the 
firms \1olated the Sherman Act, 
by restricting and eliminating 
competition in research and de- 
velopment. manufecture and sale 
of airplanes. It said competition 
in the purchase of airplane pat- 
ents and inventions has been 
restricted and research and de- 
velopment of ]3atentable inven- 
tions has been hindered and de- 
layed.

Ford Loses And-Trust

POB one reason or the other 
very few of the acknowledge 
masters of contemporaiy Pren^ 
painting have produced works 
e^ressly for children.

She is renowned as 
a colorist; and here employs a 
characteristic . palette of bright 
blue, vermilion, gr e en and black.

In most cases the iUustoatiois 
are variations of each letter tarwr

ing. As an example, for the lette' 
**C” Miss Delaunay has chos^ig 
iHostrate the entire .word. "choc, 
olate,” the first word of thi 
rhyme, instead of confining 
self to the toltlal . as she doe^ 
otherwise. It turns out to be 
most oomples and dramatic ii. 
lustration in the book but - 
fusing nevertheless. Other faOorss 
of constetenqy include inesplJc^ 
adding several "O’* Shapes to 
«D'* picture, some *Trs" to 
"W” page and suddenly introdue- 
ing her only real object, a spig. 
•niTig top In the midst of a graug 
of *7S.'* rm carping to be , 
but these lapses will in liaA im. 
pede a child's understand^ . of 
the book. 

Sonia Delaunay’s life has be^ 
full of -wonderful and signilicsBt. 
accomplishments in both parntf 
ing and the applied arts. Noe. 
she has given us another reasbq 
to celebrate her work.

(TOP).— The next rimo. Jack Niek- 
laus comes poundlzig down the 
fairway take a look at the big, 
•- strong, 42-year-old fcDow fol- 
lowing him It's Angelo -Aigea, 
personal caddy to Nicklaus (he 
past Tiinp of the 10 1/3 years that 
goITa leading money winner has 
been, on the Profestional Golfers 
AsBodntlon tour. 

"Jack’s the greatest man in the 
world to Tvork for, but I won't 
talk about money,” Azgea soys. 
*That's our business. IT Just 
It’s a good life, following him. 
A caddy is never going to be- 
come a millionaire, but you're 
worUiig. you can grt along, and 
you have the satisfaction, in nay 
case, ot watching day to 
the greatest golfer ever to play 
the game. That makes it spedaL'* 
Argea only wishes he could be 
with "his xnan” for the elite 
tournaments — the Masters, UJB. 
Open, PGA and British Open. 
These four, plus the AnKrican 
Classic, the Western, the West- 
chester, and a few others have 
rules prohibiting the top prtra 
from having their regular side- 
kicks at their sides. 

"At the Master all the cad- 
dies are colored,” Argea said. 
‘That's tradition. A couple events 
have w*Ti«iarghip klds doing the 
.caddying. At tb® Open and the 
' PGA, caddia axe drawn by lots. 
Otherwise, I'm with Jack nearly 
ell the way. 

Moves Around 

"Most of the good pros— tbe 
top 30, anyway— have regular 
caddies. Even some of tbe Tab- 
bits’ do. They might not be ma'£- 
ing money, and they 

might be 'hitrhhiMng to the ue:A 
tournament, but they keep hop- 
ping around.” 

So, in a sense, does Argea. Ee 
and several of Uie legiilars 
usually can - be found sharing 
motel space -at tbe 'various stops 
on the year-long tour. Nicklaus 
no inTig wr plays as many touma- 
mente as he once did. Whim 
suits Argea fine. TThen Nteklaus 
rests, Azgea rests. 

. Unlike many of the regular 
caddies, Ar^ never was a good 
■golfer. Se started caddying when 
he was 8, at the Congress Trftbe 
Country Club some 13 miles from 
lus birthplace. Canton. Ohio. 
Nicklaus also is an Ohioan, but 
the two men never got together 
TTTitfi a Bob H(g)e Tournament at 
Pldm Springs, Calif., in 1^. 

”T never did play too much, and 
I stiU don't,” Argea said. "Most 
people take it for granted I'm a 
fine golfer. I used to caddy at the 
Desert Inn in Vegas, Nev.. at 
the Tournament of Champions, 
rd go up for the Hope every 
year. Then, nine years ago, I 
signed up there to caddy for Jack 
even, thmtgh it bad been an- 
nounced he wasn't ^ng to play

In Line 

T put my name down beside 
his anyway. When he surprised 
everyone and showed up. three 
guys reached for his bag. The 
caddy master called me over and. 
said, *?our name is down, so 
you're going with him.’” 

Nicklaus won that tournament, 
one of the earliest of his 36 
successes on tbe professional 
circuit, and .Aigea bas been with 
him ever since. 

**I remember that one, and 
I remember very u’ell the Dallas 
one (Byron Nelson Clossic) two 
yeais ago when Jack beat (Ar- 
nold; Palmer in a playoff. That 
was one I reaDy liked.” 

■Argea says the "small things" 
axe what makes for a good caddy 
—knowing where to stand, where 
to walk, not to be in another 
golfer’s line, knowing where to 
lay tbs bag. 

“Jack’s pretty talkative once be 
comes In from tbe course, bu: 
he’s all business out there. A 
lot of things go through b<g mind 
in the close ones. Mine, too. 
There are a few little things we 
say to each other, thingn that I 
guess help relax him a little blL"

"Oh. 1 never wish him g(^ 
luck, or say anything to him. 
until we get on No. 2. That’s 
standard. We're always walking 
down the second fairway before 
ni say 'good luck.’ 'play xrell.’ 
*patience.’ *ksep your extension.’ 
or something like that. 

*^Dce. in tbe Tournament of 
Champions, which he won by 


eight shots, he was far in front 
going into the last round and 
when ut came out he said. *We're 
going to do It a little different 
today. I don't want you to tell 
me how anyone else is doing.” 

"So we get to lA He knows 
he’s in pretty good shape, but 
be hits a drive into the rough, 
and it’s pretty deep. He asks me 
how anybody else is doing. I 
reminded him he’d told me not 
to teU. So be said. Well, is it 
more than five?’ I said yeah, 
it was. And be said *What do 
you mean, more than five. How 
many?’ 

"He really wanted to know, so 
I told him he was nine in fronf. 
That was the last time he tried 
that.”

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Italy’s Good Friday Penitential March

pIVirAVBOCHiA, Italy (IHT). 
vJ —The lights will go out 
Friday night in Civitavecchia, a 
fishing port 72 kilometers north 
of Ziome, as thousands gather 
in darkened streets to 'watch 
a procession emanatlig from 
the Cbur^ of the Dead. 

On Good Ttiday, more than 
100 men and women in hooded 
robes, drawing heavy phaina 
sh'apped to tlieir ankles — some 
of them shouldering heavy 
wooden crosses — ^wlU leave the 
church at about S pjn. The 
barefoot penitents return 'to 
the church about three hoiu-s 
later after a march through the 
streeta 

The way Is lighted by torch- 
bearing children dressed in 
Roman and medieval costumes. 
The march is accompanied by 
xunereal music. The spectators 
are generally silent and rever- 
ential and the identities of peni- 
tents remain secret. 

This is thought to be the only 
surviving penitential procesrion 
in Italy, an annual imninder of 
a tradition of more than 1.000 
years and the project of a local 
lay group called the Arclcon- 
Ifatemita del Gonfalone. 

“No one knows when tlie pro- 
cession began,” sajrs Livio 
MosclarelU, the 49-year-old lead- 
er — or "priore”— of the con- 
fraternity. ’‘The origins were 
lost in the darkness of time,” 
be says. Documents that might 
have shed light on this ci&tom 
were destroyed during the 9th- 
century Saracen invasion of 
Civitavecchia. 

The mystery of its beginning, 
however, is perhaps no more 
intc'esting than what is known 
about the Good Friday events 
about the church from which it 
starts out. and about the con- 
fraternity that administers 
both. 

For a millennium, the con- 
fraternity has sponsored and 
managed the procession, gather- 
ing together those who sought 
mortification for their sins and 
providing the setting and the 
trappings for penance. The 
penitents are mostly town^eo* 
pie but some come from as far 
away as Bologna, ’Turin and 
Naples. They arrive at the 
church annex, headquarters for 
tile confratemify. Their identi- 
ties are revealed only to the 


secretary of the organization, 
who provides them with the 
chains and hooded robes, if 
they haven’t their own. and 
perhaps a cross to carry in the 
march. 

Although the procession is 
religious, accompanied by clerics 
and carved Clvist figures, sym- 
bols of the crucifixion, as a form 
of penance, it does not carry 
the sanction of the Catholic 
Church. It is merely condoned. 

The confraternity’s Unk with 
the so-called Church of the 
Dead— which bears the inscrip- 
tion on its facade "Ave Maris 
Stella" (.Hail. Star of the Sea) 
— did not come imtil the 13th 
century. That link, however, was 
as macabre as the annual 
penitential processlo n — the 
church was the collecting place 
for the severed heads of crimi- 
nals executed in the city by 
papal authority. 

The confraternity had gained 
a reputation as a peacemaking 


group, working toward keeping 
apart the warring factions in 
14th-century Rome and also, as 
a socie^ that aided the sick 
and the dying. In 17^ it jotaied 
with an association m Rome to 
give aid and comfort to jnis- 
oners. 

Thus, it acqifired the func- 
tion of acceanpanying con- 
demned inmates of the Ctvitar 
vecchla prison to the church fbr 
last rites, then to the scaffold 
for execution. The heads of 'tiie 
executed were then returned to 
the church annex and dropp^ 
through a trap door in the 
floor. Just below a carved cruci- 
fix which the condemned had 
kissed before being led to their 
deaths. 

As a reward for its work, 
the confraternity was allowed to 
spare the life of one prisoner 
each year, until the executions 
ceased in 1870, when papal 
power was overthrown. The cru- 
cifix is still in the annex, but 


the trap door was sealed in 1930 
finri the .basement was filled 
'With . earth . to reinforce the 
Hoor. 

But the eoniratemif?. con- 
.tinued to fimetion as a society 
the s ic k and dying until 
the Italian Red Ckoss was loim. 
ed in 1932: m 1930, Mr. Mos--

*There was no radio, no tele- 
visian. no' strikes, no soccer 
no political parties -only 
oaae,” reminds Mr. .

. Today ^ confraternity has 
30 'iw pjTib CTSj and its activities 
are largely ceremonial. There, is^ 
the Good Friday procession, the 
feast of Santa L'oda on Dec. 13 
on the feast of Madonna delle 
Grazie on S^t. 15. with little 
else for members. ' to concern 
themselves 'With. 

'While its membership, has 
creased, the number of penl- 
tents who apply for . participa- 
tion in the annuaT processloa 
bas been rising annual^. lest 
year there were 108; this year 
the confraternity expects at - 
least 120, says 'Vito Ruoppo, 
secrets^ of the grorqik 
! The 2X‘eparati<ms are completer, 
the floats for the Christ figures 
liave been redecorated, the.' 
chains have been strewn across 
the Hoar of a room in the 
annex and members have been 
assigned duties. 

Some will provide medical 
aid f(w. those, marehete w2io f^l . 
to avoid the Whirls 'that some of 
the many thousands of onlook- 
ers will sadistically scatter in 
their path. 

“The Communiste litter the 
street 'with pieces of glass arid 
.tacks,” claims Mr. Ruc^po. 
“And sometimes they throw 
lighted d^tettes under the feet 
of the barefoot penitents." Four 
of the female members' of the. 
confraternity will carry first- 
aid equipment during the 
mazuh. Just in case, he says. 

If someone is hurt badly 
enough to r«iuire medical aid' 
after the procession, Mr. Etuoppo 
must administer it himsdf, he 
says, lest the Identity of the 
marcher become known to 
others. ...
